Goethe us Host. 


In his last years Goethe had become 


monosyllabic and serious and was also 
at times vory forgetful. 
One afternoon 


a hussar from Weimar came riding rap- 
idly into Jena and drew bridle at the 
door of the professor. This hussar was 
the bearer of «, note from Goetho to Voigt, 
in which the doctor was pressing!/ in- 
vited to corno to Goetho that eame even- 
ing, and it was added that a carriage 
would come for Voigt in about an hour. 
Voigt naturally gladly obeyed the eum- 
mona and was driven to Weimar to wait 
upon the poet. Arrived at Goethe's well 
known room Voigt found there, in ad- 
dition to Goethe himself, Eeimer, the 
poet's secretary; Eckermand, afterward 
the poet's Doswell, and one or two other 
men whose names are unrecorded. 


They were all sitting around a table 


and Goetho wore a green shade over his 
eyes. No one spoke a word, but each 
man had before him a bottle of red wine. 
Voigt wished to announce himself and 
to inquire what were his excellency's 
commands, but Eeimer whispered to him 
quietly: "Hush! Excellency is thinking." 
Silence again settled down upon the 
party and the men sipped their wine 
noiselessly. At last, at 10 p. in., the 
party broke up, Goetho dismissing his 
friends with his usual formula, "I wish 
my friends a good night." The next 
morning excellency could remember 
nothing about tho invitation to Voigt. 
Some idea must have crossed the poet's 
mind which made him desirous of seeing 
and speaking with the professor, but tho 
idea had vanished and left no trace, so 
that Voigt returned to Jena without hav- 
ing learned why lie had been so suddenly 
and needlessly summoned to Weimar.— 
Athenaeum.

Close of the State Fair. 


A telegram from Peoria states that the 


Illinois state fair closed at Peoria last 
evening, having made, in four days,

any other. The following figures are fur- 
nished by President HaskelJ, showing the 
comparative receipts for the largest years: 
State fan- at Peoria, total receipts 1881, 
823,243; at Peoria, 1882, $29,331.42; at 
Chicago, 3883 (six days), 843,358; at Peo- 
ria, 1889 (four days), 842,500. The larg- 
est single day in Chicago, 815,559; largest 
singe day in Peoria, 818,000. The first 
year the state fair was taken to Olney it 
lost 817,000 and the last year by cutting 
down expenses only 82,000 were lost. 
The attendance Friday was about 15,000 
and something over 85,000 was taken at 
the gates. Everybody is highly pleased 
with the success and the state board say 
they will have 75,000 people at Peoria 
next year. The grounds will be enlarged 
by about twenty acres, and various 
changes will be made.

It was disclosed by statistics 
in Italy some years ago that vocal artists 
were usually long lived and healthy, ant 
that brass instrument players, who bring 
their lungs and chest into unusual ac- 
tivity, have not had a consumptive vic- 
tim among them. No matter how thin 
or weak the voice, children or young 
people should bo encouraged to indulgi 
in song. There can be no happier medi- 
cine, and if hearers sometime suffer, they 
should.bo encouraged and strengthened 
to bear tho infliction in view of the good 
it may occasion.—New York Tribune.
